Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wei, US 
Patent No. 5,292,624. 

Wei anticipates, in figs. 2-4, a method of burying powder in a trench having a 
bottom formed in a major surface of a substrate 10 comprising: applying a dispersion of 
the powder in a solvent onto a region including the trench which is filled with 22 and 28 
and precipitating the powder in the dispersion within the trench to bury the trench with 
the precipitated powder, note that structures 22 and 28 are formed by the same 
process, col. 2, line 54 - col. 4, line 17; 

limitations from claim 10, a method according to claim 9, wherein 

the solution contains a resin, col. 3, lines 7-35; 

limitations from claim 11 , a method according to claim 9, wherein 

a portion of said powder is a glass powder, col. 3, lines 7-35; 

limitations from claim 12, a method according to claim 10, wherein 
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a portion of said powder is a glass powder, col. 3, lines 7-35.
